Two Conferences With President. 

The most plausible explanation of 
the whole business would appear to 
be this: Cuyler and President Hard- 
ing had a long conference in the 
morning at the White House offices 
and then had another long talk in 
the evening in the executive mansion. 
Under the spell of Mr. Harding's 
warm personality and persuasive ar- 
guments, Cuyler felt the influence 
of presidential command. He had 
been told that if the proposals were 
not accepted the coal situation would 
grow worse and the country would 
suffer and that as a move of ex- 
pediency in the interest of the public 
welfare, irrespective of the question 
of principle on seniority rights, the 
plan should be accepted. 

Cuyler went to New York to see 
what he could do. When he got 
there he found an amazingly hostile 
atmosphere. He saw he would be 
unable to turn the tide even if he 
fought hard. Secretary Hoover had 
been asked to make the plea for the 
administration plan.. But that didn’t 
suffice—it didn’t convince the execu- 
tives. It is said that when Robert 
Lovett in a quiet and undramatic 
way stated that he couldn't go back 
on the loyal men in his employ, an 
emotional outburst of applause swept 
the meeting. 

Arguments Unconvincing. 

So Mr. Harding’s arguments, made 
through the head of the railway ex- 
ecutives organizations, did not carry 
conviction. He has the alternative 
of modifying his proposal or stick- 
ing to his guns and laying the case 
in person before the’ Tr48 railway 
executives. Mr. Harding may de- 
cide to reply by letter to the execu-

Homecoming More Comfortable.

ERTAINLY one of the biggest 
jobs facing the homemaker in 
hot weather is keeping her 

family fit both physically and men- 
tally! While she's boss of her own 
work, can take a rest in the hottest 
part of the day and consider her 
own comfort in various ways. she 
must remember that her husband 
and other members of her family in 
business are not so fortunate. They 
must remain cooped for seven or 
eight hours in small, overheated, 
poorly ventilated rooms, often in a 
glare of light, or just as often in a 
dingy environment, with no outlook 
or view.

Another thing that is a most un- 
welcome greeting to those returning 
enervated with hot weather fatigue 
is to be met by any. special disturb- 
ance or crying on the part of the 
children. One-thing that will avoid 
this most effectively is to have the 
children's supper served separately 
and in advance of the regular family 
meal. The mother who is preparing 
some of the dishes can easily oversee 
and regulate the separate eating of 
voung children. Too often the tired 
breadwinner can scarcely get a 
chance to converse because of the 
clamor of the children and their re- 
peated demands for food 

Indeed, it should not be necessary 
to tax the tired worker with un- 
necessary carving or serving of any 
sort. When he comes to the table 
he should be served first and his 
wants attended to and he should not 
be made to take extra energy and 
time sérving a spumbder of others. 
Why not follow in hot weather the 
delightful Russian plan of service, 
where all foods are cut up in ad- 
vance in the kitchen and where indi- 
vidual portions of salads and des- 
serts are attractively arranged be- 
forehand so that all carving and 
serving at the table is reduced to a 
minimum?
